The modern Jews observe 
six fast days in a year, while their ancestors 
bad nnny more, as have the Mahommedans 
and tiie communicants of the Greek church 
In this country—particularly m STew Eng 
Hud—temperance in the use of food is a phj 
••ical ind moral duty, but absolute fasting is 
of no benefit. If, indeed, our people refrain 
from an unusual indulgence of the appetite 
on Fast Day, thej will do as well as can be 
ei. peeled 


The moral purposes ho^e\er, of a day set 


ipart for fasting and prayer continue as bind- 
ing and forcible as ever One day ma jear 
it least may -well be demoted to self-examma 
tiou ind to a serious consideration of the 
T\ ants ind duties of our own moral natures, 
of ou- respective communities and of our 
countr\ 
Perhips there is something in the 


Irequeut assertion that the circumsiances of 
our times peculiarly tend to frivolity and a 
leglectof spiritual things—it am rate, tint 
tendency is strong enough t« need constant 
combating and any special assistance tliatcan 
be obti ned It cannot be doubted that 
Fist Div at 12 js stison of the year can be 
iniuje productive of much good in this re 
spect 
Whether T, ith a change of social hab- 


its and customs, the old stjle of obsenancein 
ill respects should be insisted upon, is for the 
thoughtful to consider "Something must be

iing to talk about gu ing up our annini 
at, or acquiescing in the too frequent 


haraeful non observance and d secration, we 
houUl inquire by what means it can be made
